CHAPLAINS LIKELY WILL REMAIN 
tí 
.WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY AND NAVY 
Some of the more pronounced pacifists profess to be­ 
lieve that next to an army and navy-less nation, an army 
and navy without chaplains might be the most desirable 
change they can bring about at this time. 
Washington dispatches tell of an 
apparently 
wide­ 
spread movement against the affiliation of ministers with 
the army and navy of America as chaplains. 
President 
Coolidge recently gave the movement an indirect slap by 
requesting Evan W. Scott, chief chaplain of the navy, to 
assign a chaplain to the Mayflower each time it makes 
a week-end trip. 
During a recent trip of the presiden 
tial yacht, rough weather made it impossible to hold the 
Sunday services in the customary place, but President 
Coolidge invited the Mayflower chaplain to hold the serv­ 
ices in his private dining room. 
The pacifist movement to eliminate chaplains from the 
ármed forces of the nation will not succeed, and it is 
receiving the condemnation that it deserves. Few of u* 
do not wish that there was no necessity for maintaining 
ightirig forces in America, but it would require a pa- 
fist of strong conviction, deaf, blind and dumb, particu­ 
larly dumb, to convince himself there was no necessity 
for the maintenance of fighting units 
by 
the 
United 
ntBtates.^ 
There may come a time when soldiers and sailors, bat 
tleships and airplanes will be unnecessary for the safety 
and well being of America, but the world is giving little 
evidence that the time is in the immediate future. 
Then, if we are toHiave soldiers an<k sailors, why should 
any man whose patriotism has led him into one of the 
fighting branches of government service be deprived oí 
uplifting contact with a minister of the gospel because

Explaining the intent of the hill, Commander Drain, 
hgad of the Legion, is quoted as saying: “This bill was 
prepared by the Legion, based on the experience of its 
members during the war. Hearings have been complet­ 
ed epon it in Hie military affairs committee of the house 
and senate, and it now awaits a report by these commit­ 
tees. 
And, with Its ap prov al «fey congress, there will be 
written into the law of the lan.I a new principle, that in 
the next war, if one should come, there shall be no slack­ 
er* and profiteers.” 
The Cepper-Johnson measure ijt not alone as the Me 
Swain resolution has many provisions of the former act, 
white, no doubtt several other suggestions will be made 
during the debate on the proposals. Those who are push­ 
ing for enactment of some such legislation, however, arc 
disposed to get together on whatever is ultimately be­ 
lieved to be the best bill to obtain what its backers de­ 
sire, simply that wealth as well as men shall be at the 
disposal of the government In time of war. 
Many of the labor unions are aiding the Legion in the 
fight, while several of the larger newspapers also have 
taken it up. Some of the sponsors of the movement take 
the position the present efforts ere only a start toward 
their final object. 
Some do not believe that just the 
right kind of measure has yet been framed to attain their 
goal, but the heart of the Legion seems intent on putting 
through some kind of legislation, which may be improved 
on from time to time, the American Legion Weekly re­ 
cently avowing: 
. . and it does not intend to stop until 
a law is passed which will put all war effort on an equal 
basis of obligation to serve, and of remuneration from 
the public purse.” 
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EMPHASIS PLACED ON CREATION OF 
GREAT RECREATIONAL CENTER IN V. 8. 


The National Conference on Outdoor Recreation, re­ 
cently held in Washington, took steps to emphasise the 
necessity for the creation in America of great recreation­ 
al centers. 
These efforts'fit splendidly into the plan to 
create a great recreational center in North Alabama. 
Speaking of the mental aspects 
of 
recreation, 
the 
Christian Science Monitor tells interestingly of the more 
modern view of the value of outdoor recreation: 
In the program for developing the resources of the 
United States, with emphasis upon their recreational 
values, which was presented to the advisory commit­ 
tee of the National Conference on Outdoor Recreation 
by its executive committee and approved at its clos­ 
ing session in Washington recently, there was virtu­ 
ally involved an admission and a forecast. This pro­ 
gram will take two years to complete, it is said, 
and besides including proposals for legislation on a 
variety of subjects such as wild fowl and game pro­ 
tection,* oil pollution, etc., provides for a nation-wide 
survey of public lands and other facilities for out­ 
door recreation. 
Back of all of this, however, is 
the declared aim of the committee to “create a cor- 
reel attitude of mind toward outdoor recreation as a 
social and economic influence.” 
Somewhat surprising as this statement rounds on 
first reading, it touches a key.iote wlveh is assiu. ng 
" prwara atta wore importance in consciousness «f late 
years. Only a few decades ago tc have coupled out­ 
door recreation with an attitude of mind would have 
been to arouse a smile, Tor it would have been asked, 
is not outdoor recreation purely physical in nature 
and characteristics? 
But today not only does the 
statement not arouse a smile, but it is passed by al­ 
most without arousing comment. 
Notwithstanding 
this fact, however, the underlying sentiment in it is 
worth more than passing notice, for the committee’s 
statement amounts to an acknowledgment that behind 
all physical activities lies a mental spring of action, 
and that to change the general trend or tendency of 
such activities there is needed a change of* mental 
attitude toward them. 
. 
. 
There is, moreover, another aspect of this question 
which should be noted. 
The committee urges 
the 
creation of a correct attitude of mind toward out­ 
door recreation ‘as a social and economic influence.” 
In other words, thig outdoor recreation which is to 
be encouraged is not to be encouraged from the stand­ 
point of its purely physical results, but for a mental, 
if one may speak of it as such, reason. 
It is to be 
encouraged in order that the social and economic 
systems of world polity may be thereby improved. In 
this statement off aim, therefore, there is outlined a 
changed general mental attitude both toward 
the 
• recreation itself and toward its real purpose and pos­ 
sibilities of attainment, 
/h e recreation may be of 
value in and of itself, but that in a certain sense is 
aside from the question; rather, it is a means to an 
end; and, as such, a mfntal stimulus is needed that its 
proper expression may be obtained. 
There is a lesso# in this which is worth considera­ 
tion. 
The tendency in the past has been to regard 
most activities almost solely from the standpoint of 
their physical aspects. 
There is dawning the 
day 
when they will be seen entirely as mental phenome­ 
na. To change them in the past, it has been thought
